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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This action is in response to the Applicant's amendment filed on April 1 9, 201 1 . 
Claims 1-27, 29-31 , 35-39, and 43-46 have been canceled. Claims 28, 32-34, 40-42, 
and 47-52 are pending and will be considered for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28, 32-34, 40-42, and 47-52 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Statement of allowance is in reference to independent claims 32, 40, 47, 51 , 
and 52. All other claims are dependent on these claims. 

The present application is directed to a system, method, and program for the 
automatic authorization of a shopping cart. 

Independent claims 32, 40, 47, 51, and 52 recite the uniquely patentable 
combination of elements that have been identified in the previous Office Action.

Discussion of the most relevant prior art: 

The following references have been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention. 

(i) "To Spend or Not To Spend? The Effect of Budget Constraints on Estimation 
Processes and Spending Behavior" ("Penninqs") : Pennings generally discloses the 
effect of budget constraints on consumer spending behavior. However, Pennings fails 
to disclose the uniquely patentable combination of elements that have been identified in 
the previous Office Action.
